iV/e started(as a joke really)during , 

a recording session as Sore throat. 
Firstly I should explain that Nick 
(drums) is an original Sore throat 
member and in $4 he got together 
with myself,Rat and another guy o 
record something as Sore throat for 
the last "1 in 12 club"benefit LP 
(called"Endless struggle"vol.12/1);. 
During that recording we made some 
short songs quite spontaneously and 
passed them off as a demo which su¬ 
rprisingly gained some feedback. 

2.Why did you decide to start a band? 

Do you want to express your ideas, 
opinions,feelings through your songs? 

•Tim:Well,as I said it was all a 0° ke 
^ really(perhaps still is)Though it s 
a convenient vehicle to have fun 
while expressing anger, frustration, 
and the bitterness that I feel. 

3.Who is Jack Mac Gregor?A good friend? 
*Why don't he play in the band? 

Rat:Jack Mac Gregor is a good friend of 
mine.I've known him for years,I met 
him whilst out hunt sabbing(sabotage 
of fox hunting) .We've been through 
a lot together,fighting hunters and 
stuff... He just happened to be ar¬ 
ound when we were writing some of 
the lyrics for the first recording 
and he helped out,"Retribute"is one 
of those songs. 


4. What do you have recorded so far? 

^Rat:The songs from the"Sore throat” 
session,the ”No fucking tears”ep 
and some as-yet unreleased songs 
(10) for a 6-band Japanese compi¬ 
lation LP which will feature 3 U.K 
bands and 3 Japanese bands.Hopefully 
it will be out soon and it's called 

"the punks... that eat meat”. 

5. Have you played many gigs?When,where 
and which bands have you played with? 

Rat:We haven't played a single gig.We 
were going to be touring the U.K 
with Disfear and Doom but we had to 
pull out as we were'nt ready for it. 

I don't know when or if we will do 
gigs as we are all really busy with 
other bands. 

6.What are your musical influences? 
Discharge I think... 

, JimsDifficult to say... Rat writes 
all the music but he almost ex¬ 
clusively listens to Slayer,De- 
icide,Sepultura etc,And I don t 
think you can hear much of that 
in our stuff.I wouldn't deny 
Discharge being an influence butj 
"•'t nearly as much as some peop-J 
nay think upon hearing us. 



7.Where do you live?I read that you 
live in Cheltenham but where is 
that exactly?I just know that this I 
town is in the area of Glouchester.] 
How big is the punk/hc scene in y- 
our city?Are there alot of punk/hc 
bands?Are there alot of gigs?Is it 
easy for you to find a place to 
olay a gig? 

Jim:I live here in Cheltenham,yes 
it's near Glouchester(about 15 
km)and situated between the la¬ 
rger cities of Birmingham and 
Bristol.Rat lives in Stoud whi¬ 
ch is also near Glouchester th¬ 
ough further south.Nick lives in 
the north of England in Bradford, 1 
around 320km from Rat and myself. 
Cheltenham only has a small punk 
communiy and no,not many gigs 
happen as the attendances would 
generally not be enough for the 
bands to get paid.We usually go 
to gigs in Bristol,Bath or Bir¬ 
mingham. Not many bands here, 
Stampin ground & Burnside (ex 
Decadence within) are fairly 
local,Medula nocte live close 1 
too.Prophecy of doom are based 
in Cheltenham (i play bass in 
them too)and I guess shutdown 
are still around,but that's all 
really.

Rat:Mike Hill was definately run do 
-wn by a car being driven by a 
hunter.Mike was trying to stop 
the hunt killing hares.Mike's 
death happened around 4 years 
ago. 

Thomas Warby died the same way, 
run over by a horse while trying 
to stop a fox hunt,that happened 
around 3 years ago. 

Jill Phipps also died by being 
driven down.This time by a catt¬ 
le truck as she was demonstrati¬ 
ng against live animal exports 
to Europe.This happened just ov¬ 
er a year ago. 

Not one person has been convicted 
for these deaths.This is why we 
have to do whatever we have to 
do to help animals.If we have to 
take one of their lives(animal 
abusers)then so be it.Unfortu¬ 
nately animals can't fight back 
against humans,so we do it for 
them. 


10.What do you think about the A.L.F?

here for about a year - which 
was a good place - but hardly 
anybody was using it in the end 
(me included - I admit it)... 

Also because of personality cl¬ 
ashes some people won't talk to 
other people and blah,blah,blah 
Some people are still doing a.b.| 
c. stuff and organising demons¬ 
trations etc. 

As for the whole of the country 
- there are alot of small group 
-s (some disagree with eachother| 
and won't talk to eachother... 
etc... etc...).Stuff does happe 
-n,but basically I think there 
is alot of talk compared to the 
amount of action. 

I can understand why people be¬ 
come disillusioned with "organ¬ 
ised" groups... I still believe 
in anarchism as an ideal to wo¬ 
rk towards - but I'm much happ¬ 
ier to promote those ideas thr¬ 
ough my everyday life and acti¬ 
ons at the moment. 


7.The last time I was in England was 
just before the criminal justice 
act was imposed on the people,and 
there were alot of protests again¬ 
st it.How bad was it?Was it just 
as horrible as everyone thought it 
would be?What other evil scemes 
are the people in power planning 
for you,any new laws to make ever- 
yones lives miserable? 

Evan:It has given the police more 

I power to stop demonstrations 

and gatherings like raves etc.. 
But the worst thing now is that 
if you are arrested here you no 
longer have a right to silence. 
If you are questioned and you 
say nothing they can use that 
against you in court.That's qu¬ 
ite scarey.As for new laws... 
Well,we've got a new government, 
and as expected,nothings changed. 
So time will tell what new nas¬ 
ty plans they've got up their 
sleeves. 

j's the punk scene in Sheffield? 
Any good bands,or zines perhaps? 

Evan:There isn't really a "punk’i sce- 
|ne... but there is quite a heal¬ 
thy hardcore scene here at the 
moment.Alot of sxe bands have 
been playing - so that's good, 
but if I want to see "punk" or 
"crust" bands I have to travel 
to Bradford or Nottingham.
